Thru With A. F. L. in 
Nash Plant, Kenosha 


(By An Auto Worker Correspondent) 

KENOSHA, Wis.—Last November 
there was a big strike in the Nash 
plant in Kenosha. It started in the 
final assembly line where I work. 
We picketed the plant for ten days, 
and then the big shots in the A. F. 
of L., with the help of the Labor 
Board, sold us out. 


Today we are working only 25 
hours in every two weeks. We work 
five days each in every two weeks, 
and though our wages average around 
7 cents an hour, we can only make 
$8.50 to $10 a week. And we are 
turning out plenty of cars per hour 
for that 75 cents, too. 

A number of fellows have. had to 
quit and try to get jobs somewhere 
else, because they couldn't support 
their families on this lousy money. 

In our department there are very 
few that belong to the A. F. of L. 
We got a very militant bunch of men, 
put the A. F. of L. sellout was too 
damn raw for us.
